The value of buikling permits 
in Virginia Beach lagged some- 
what during November, but Dec- 
ember promises to help nudge 
past the record set in 1965 for 
a single year. 

A total of 13,249,849 in con- 
struction permits was issued 
hurt month in the city, con- 
siderably lower thanm9Stdher 
months of 1968. 

Of that total, $2,272,972 was 
for single-family residences 
and $340,872 was for apartments 
and townhouses. 

The total for the first 11 
months of 1968 now stands at 
$$7,218,310, slightly more than 
$6 'million shy of the yearly 
total of $63,522,332 in 1965. 
In that record year only about 
$3 million in permits was is- 
sued dyring December. 

Robert Loher, of the Inspec- 
tion division of the city, said 
he still believes 1968 will sur- 



pass the old record. The per- 
mit for Bayslde Junior High 
School, expected last month, 
win be Issued for about $2.S 
million alone, said Loher. In 
addition he said a number of 
multi-family residences are 
pending.

It's to delve into the value of 
orescribed teaching," stated 
Edwin Brown, curriculum co- 
ordinator, about the classes. 

These same classes may lead 
to future ungraded primary 
classes in the primary grades. 
Ungraded classes, it should be 
clarified, are not classes in 
which grades are not given. 
Instead, children are allowed 
to progress at their own rate 
of ability rather than by hard 
aivl set age and grade rules. 
In other words, if a child is 
capable of doing second grade 
work but is only in 'he first 
grade, he could then be ad- 
vanced to the second. 

"Grading is fast becoming 
outmoded," said Brown, "You 
can't say all six-year-olds can 
learn the same^hing in a year. 
The ideal situation would be 
the moving back and forth of 
children hopefully through the 
third grade. 

"We're trying tode-empha- 
slze grades," said Brown. "We 
tell the children they are going 
in Mrs. Moseley's or Mrs. Sull- 
ivan's class." This fall about 
Ave of the kindergarten group 
have been placed in first grade. 

These are not Headstart clas- 
ses. The experimental classes 
were established under an 8910 
grant of approximately $36,000 
and meet all state standards 
for kindergartens. The classes 
are conducted In cooperation 
with Old Dominion College's 
Schcwl of Education which Is 



testing each child and pres- 
cribing their curriculum. Test- 
ing includes language ability, 
vision, hearing, speech and in- 
telligence. 

Brown said that the program 
is being carried on in other 
places with both younger and 
older Children so that «ich 
child's needs are met Indivi- 
dually according to his weak- 
nesses and abilities. The Idea 
of prescribed teaching has 
evolved in the last five years 
he said. 

All equipment is new since 
the school has not had kinder- 
gartens before. This includes 
five-year-old sized furniture, 
special heavy duty toys, mats 
for naps, a variety of puzzles, 
blocks, nuts, bolts and wheels, 
pianos, aquariums and rodent 
cages, film projecters and tape 
recorders and Language Mas- 
ters, which allow a group of 
children to hear a tape at the 
same time with earphones with-, 
out distrubing the other child- 
ren. In addition the children 
have their own fenced play- 
ground and equipment reached 
by doors directly from their 
classrooms. 

There are also two first 
grades included inthe(»-ogram. 
These are different from the 
other .two first grades at the 
school because of the testing 
and prescribed teaching plus the 
addition of a teacher aide in 
each. The kindergartens also 
have teacher aides. 



The teachers in the program 
are both e^eri«iced in teaching 
kiMlergarten in other states. 
Mrs. Aon Sullivan has taug}it 
in California and Mrs. Sally 
Welffenback in Denver, Col. 

The 50 children In the kinder- 
garten program were chc^enon 
a first come basis. They attend 
a full school day, ride the 
regular school buses, eat In 
the cafeteria and take naps in 
the afternoon. They also visit 
the school library although they 
do not check out books. The 
librarian reads stories to them 
and shows illm strips. The 
school music teacher teaches 
them once a week too. Their 
one field trip so far was to 
see "Holiday on Ice" in Norfolk. 
Other trips may include the post 
office and a super market. 

"The teachers try to assist 
the child in language develop- 
ment and attempt to, provide 
him with the means of adapting 
to the first grade environ- 
ment," said Brown. So far, 
he said, the children have 
learned to move through the 
halls quietly, move through the 
lunch room and follow com- 
mands. 

"We will definitely see the 
results of this program when 
the children are exposed to 
first grade next year," said 
Brown. No definite plans have 
been made toward continuing 
the program next year, since 
Seatack Is one of the schools 
to be integrated next fall.

Plan Ahead 
For Calls 
To Vietnam 

Families who have relatives 
stationed in Vietnam are ad- 
vised by The Chesqteake and 
Potomac Telephone Company 
of Virginia to plan ahead if they 
wish to talk to them during the 
ai^roaching holiday season. 

In most instances, it is easier 
for a serviceman to call home 
than for his fiunily to try reach- 
ing him in Vietnam, said L. F. 
Patrick local manager of C&P. 
That is why servicemen are 
encouraged to notify their fami- 
lies in advance if they expect 
to telephone home, particularly 
around the holidays. 

Travel restrictions and cur- 
fews imposed in Saigon in the 
past have complicated the task 
of locating servicemen, said the 
C&P manager. For this reason, 
he said that when a call is made 
to Vietnam, it is Important for 
the caller to have the service- 
fsan's unit, his APO number, 
and. If possible, a telephone 
number where he can be 
reached. 

Until 1967, servicemen could 
call home only from Saigon. 
Calls can now be placed from 
hospitals and bases in Ton Son 
Nhut, Long Binh, Cam Rahn 
Bay, Nha Trang and Qui Nhon. 
After Dec. 1, calls also can 
1)6 made to the U. S. from Dan 
Nang. 

However, U. S. callers may 
still reach only telephones in 
Saigon and the immediate vic- 
inity.

Burglary Ring Uncovered Here 



Four men are scheduled to 
return to Virginia Beach Mun- 
icipal Court Dec. 20 to face^ 
charges in a recent series of 
burglaries here. 

Police officials indicated the 
arrest of the group may result 
in breaking up the most highly 
organized burglary ring ever to 
operate in the city of Virginia 
Beach. 

Officials have identified the 
men and listed charges filed 
against ttiem as: Robert Charles 
Witt, 20, of 27th Street, charged 
^itthfive counts of breakingand^ 
entering, 15 counts of statutory 
burglary and one count of petty 
larcency; Cecil L. Phelps, 33, 
of Mediterranean Avenue, fac- 
ing 20 charges of statutory 
burglary; Tommy L. Byrd, 23, 
of Pacific Avenue, charged with 
five counts of statutory burg- 
lary, one count of grand lar- 
ceny, and one count of petty 
larceny; and Boyce Llnwood 
Layne, Jr., 36 , of Mediterr- 
anean Avenue, charged with two 
counts of statutory Inirglary 
and possession of burglary 
tools. 

Each of the men were placed 
"iDRler bond of $25,000 pending 
their court appearance. Last 
report of the men is tttat they 
are in custody in Virginia Beach 
City Jail in lieu of bond, with 
the exception of Witt. Witt was 
taken to }lorfolk where he is 
wanted on a charge of forgery. 
Mrs. Patricia Cecile Falson 
Layne, 24, who has been ident- 
ified as the wife of Bovce Layne, 
Jr., was charged with poss- 
ession of stolen goods and is 
scheduled to appear in court 
on Dec. 16. She has been re- 
leased on $10,000 bond, pend- 
ing her court appearance. 

FBI officials told the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN that Witt 
was being sou^t on a federal 
fugitive warrant. This warrent 
is a result of Witt's having gone 
to Florida and failing to appear 
at aa earlier trial on the for- 
gery charge in Norfolk. 

Layne, described as one of 
the top four or five safecrack- 
ers on the Eagt Coast, was be- 
ing sought on a federal warrant 
on charges of unlawful flight to 
avoid prosecution for burglary 
on the Peninsula. Authorities 
also said Layne was an escapee 
from a South Carolina penit- 
entiary where he was serving 
a 30 year sentence for burg- 



lary. In June of this year Layne 
esc^ed from the Williams- 
burg-James City County jail 
while being held in connec- 
tion with a 1967 burglary at 
the Jamestown Festival Park. 
A Jailer was severely beaten 
during Layne's escape, accord- 
ing to officials. 

Virginia Beach Detectives J. 
H. Coftield, Richard Robbips 
and Michael Zello continue their 
investigation of the group. 
CofAeld told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN the arrests of the 
meni>egan when FBI agents ob- 
served Witt and Phelps in an 
auto near 24th Street and Pac- 
ific Avenue. Witt fled on foot 
and was captured in Lynn- 
haven Creek at the foot of 
Bobolink Street. Phelps, who 
remained in the auto, was ques- 
tioned by author Ittes ami sub- 
sequently charged with carry- 
ing a (Concealed weapon. 

Virginia Beach police, assis- 
ted by Norfolk police and FBI 
agents, then made a search of 
Witt's home and the residence 
of Byrd. The search was made 
on toe basis of information 
developed through the arrest 
of Witt and Phelps. 

During the police search of 
Witt's hpm«^. layne was observ- 
ed-|M,fM)etar4her».and wa»^ 
wrested. A pistol fouiKi in the 
auto; police Ihen searched 
Layne's home. '" 

Coffield said the search of 
the suspects' autos and homes 
led to the confiscation of an 
assortment of pistols, rifles, 
a shotgun, a tear gas gun, 
gas cartridges, gas masks, bur- 
glary tools, waUde- talkie's, and 



equipment for monitoring police 
radio calls. The searches also 
produced a large assortment 
of merchandise Identified as be- 
ing taken during recent burg- 
laries, hundreds of dollars in 
U. S. paper money and coins, 
blank U. S. Savings Bonds val- 
ued at $1,000, a number of ere- 
dit cards, and consumer trad- 
ing stamps having an e^proxi- 
mate value of $1,000. Coffield 
indicated the amount of Uems 
uncovered in the searches was 
so great "a paddy wagon was 
required i 
quarters". 

Police officials said tbeir 
investigation Indicates the gro- 
up may eventually be ctarged 
on a total of 35 to 40 felony 
warrants, including a number 
of recent "safe Jobs" in the 
ctty. 

According to Coffield another 
man is being sought. He is ber 
lieved to have been operating 
with the group. Coffield also 
says that "one other simiUar 
group, acttng Independently of , 
these men, are sttll operating 
in this area. Their past Jobs 
are known to police and are 
under Intensive invcstlgatloii". 

Officials have Indicated that 
their continuing InvestigatioB 
has branched 0}it to nearby 
cUles for any possible connec- 
tton with crimes in other re- 
gions. Coffield termed the arr- 
ests "the biggest break in re- 
cent times", and said the arr- 
ests were a "true example of 
the cooperation, and team work, 
which exists between the Vir- 
ginia Beach Police, Norfolk pol- 
ice, and Agents of the FBI".

The court had hearings on 105 juvenile petitions which concer- 
ned persons 17 years of age or under accused of violating state 
laws or city ordinances. Of these cases 25 Involved felonies, 
five df which were forwarded to a grand jury, four were nolle 
pressed, one was continued generally, two resulted in comm- 
issions to the State Dept. of Welfare and Institutions, ei^it 
resulted in commissions to the Central State Hospital for 90 
day periods of observation, one ended in a probation, and the 
remainder were continued to future dates. 

Other cases which the court settled involved 25 on alleged 
traffic law violations and eight on family domestic problems.

More on Firearms 

Editor, VIRGINIA BEACH SUN: 
There are miles to go be- 
fore the nation i>as effective, 
responsible firearms policies 
in the overall public interest, 
including the enlightened self- 
interest of responsible gun 
owners. 

^Ince your newspaper has 
been urging such policies, we 
feel you know yitaX we mean. 
We want you and your readers 
to know what we are doing to 
achieve these goals. We could 
be more effective if only our 
determination were matched by 
active involvement and adequate 
funds from all those on whose 
moral support we know we can 
count. 

As you know. Congress re- 
cently enacted, and the Pres- 
ident signed into law, legisla- 
tion bringing interstate sales of 
guns under more effective con- 
trol. State and local govern- 
ments should now make certain 
that their own firearms laws 



adequately serve the public 
interest. The danger that state 
and local lawsntfghtbe circum- 
vented by interstate transac- 
tions has been significantly 
reduced. 

The National Council will 
again seek Federal legislation 
requiring the licensing of gun 
owners and users and the re- 
gistraflcm of guns. Such meas- 
ures were rejected by the 90th 
Coagcess. We, are also con- 
tinuing to urge the adoption of 
such firearms policies by all 
levels of government through- 
out tll'^awbtiy. We^dre to- 
operating wi& load groups in 
ttis r^gu*!}, pA eneourtglQg the 
formation of such groups where 
none now exists. We are engaged 
in a Oavid-vs-Golia^ confron- 
tation with well-organized, 
well-financed, and politically 
powerful forces who oppose the - 
kind of firearms policy we con- 
sider essential and long 
overdue. 

It would be greatly apprecia- 
ted if you would bring our 
continuing dfort to Qie attention 
of your readers. The need for 
the broadest and deepest public 
involvement in support of res- 
ponsible and effective firearms 
policies is as urgent as ever.

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'Proclaim' Sounds Warning on Drugs

"Proclaim" has penetrated 
tbe schools of all Tidewater 
cities except ^Virginia Beach 
where, perhaps, it is needed 
the most. 

Proclaim is an organization 
sponsored by local business- 
m«i, geared to helping youth 
and counseling parents in the 
dangers of drugs. Anne and 
Jcim Giminez, both ordained 
ministers, head the program. 
They spoke at the members' 
meeting of the YWCA of the 
Tidewater Areas of Virginia 
Monday at First Presbyterian 
Church. 

Rev. Giminez is a minister, 
not a preacher. For 16 years 
he was a dope addict. He said 
Proclaim's goal is "getting 
young people interested in what 
we know and making the comm- 
unity aware of what is going 
on." 




He firmly states that drugs 
are the greatest problem facing 
youth today. "Many parents 
aren't aware that there is a 
problem, and they won't believe^^ 
that their children are involved 
Ifs not a (iUestlon of environ- 
mei^. The kids are looking for 
kicks, -and once they try drugs 
it's a one way road." 

Rev. Giminez said that 99 
percent of the time it's a child's 
best friend that introduces him 
to dope, not some stranger on 
the street. He added that he 
iBKll received calls ttom^eoa-^ 
cerned parents in Virginia

-w»^ own story of drug add- 
iction began with the smoking 
(rf marijuana at the age of 11. 
"Marljiiana is the most addic- 
tive drug because It is usually 
the first tried and leads to other 
things," he said. "It takes one 
try to become an addict. Once 
It's in you, it's part of you. 
The experts say addiction de- 
pends on personality; I believe 
you had to have an addictive 
personality to start in the first 
place.

"It's getting bigger and big- 
ger all the time. It's becoming 
the fashionable thing among the 
young people in college.** 

Rev. Giminez continued that 
he was hooked on heroin three 
months after his release from 
a Juvenile hoqie at 15. "Once 
you're hooked you'll do anything 
and everything to get it. It be- 
comes your life." 



Wh ile he was serving his last 
sentence in jail six years ago, 
another prisoner told him about, 
a church that addicts attend^. 
The son of a minister, he said— 
he had never seen anything to^ 
make him believe in God. 

After his release he fell a- 
sleep on a subway and went 
past his stop. When he got off 
the subway he was in front of 
the church the prisoner had 
told him about. He entered. "It 
wasn't what I heard, it was 
what I saw that made me think 
twice. I knew these people. They 
enjoyed being there." 



Rev. Giminez said he had to 
have an encounter With God 
before he could believe in Him. 
"Kids wantttiff God," he said. 
"They want to relate. They 
want to know. They don't want 
to play gussing games. One of 
the main causes of the increase 
in dope addiction today is the 
lack of God both in the home and 
in the church." 

Mrs. Giminez pointed out that 
many teenagers today say they 
got their start in drugs from 
taking their mother's reducing 
pills or ttanqulRzers. 



Rev. Giminez recommended 
finding hel^ if a p&rent dis- 
covers a child is taking drugs. 
"Contact a minister or coun- 
selor—one who believes in the 
power of God --or call Pro- 
claim."

The winter hardiness of 
shrute and trees is an import- 
ant factor in localities where 
freezing temperatures occur. 
Hardy varieties should be 
selected which will tolerate the 
climate of tbe area. 

The best procedure Is to 
consult books or bulletins which 
describe ornamental shrubs and 
trees and which include infor- 
mation relative to their regional 
adaptation. It is.. much more 
practical to select hardy types 
before they are planted, ttian 
to I^ve tender species which re- 
quire f pi^ial protec^on each 
winter. 



lap, or by constructing a fence 
of burls^ or woven reeds around 

pletely encircling fence is im- 
practical, a protective barrier 
on the windward and sunny side 
will be helpful. 

I personally do^.not like to 
use burlap or otl^ wrai^iing 
or fences around shrubs. Tbey 
usually are quite unattractive 
and certainly do not improve 
the landscape scene. If you will 
select hbrdy species, provide 
adequate soil moisture and ap- 
ply an anti-wilt spray, you 
should not have objectionable 
winter Injury to your shrubs.

But, what can you do if you 
already have plants of quest- 
ionable hardiness? Be sure your 
shrubs have plenty of soil mois- 
ture during the dormant season. 
Apply water in late fall and 
early winter to soak the ground 
thoroughly. If the winter weath- 
er is quite dry, add more water 
at monthly intervals whenever 
the soil is thawed. 

Evergreeiis of doubtful hard- 
iness may be sprayed with one 
of the anti-wilt materials such 
as WtW-Pruf or Foli-Card. This 
forms a colorless plastic film 
on the leaves or needles which 
reduces water loss by trans- 
piration, and yet allows air 
movement which is necessary 
for the living plant. The anti- 
wilt i^ray should be spiled 
when the temperature is above 
40 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Wind and sun may cause ser- 
ious water loss from plants in 
exposed locations. This is part- 
icularly true with evergreen 
shrubs. Such plants may be 
protected, by wrapping with bur- 



Rose bushes may need added 
protection during the winter. 
Mouiid the soil tip around the 
base to a height of six or eight 
inches. This will protect the 
base of the stems from which 
new growth can start next spring 
even though the top may be 
killed. Add leaves and course 
mulch around the branches to 
reduce tbe drying of the stems.

"The D" coffee house, which 
has been operated for the past 
three summers by the First 
Presybterian Church, is no 
more. 

In an October meeting the 
Session of the governing body 
of the church made the decision 
not to open "The D" again. 
"TfieSessTonhas madelHlSstate- 
ment in connection with their 
action, "In learning from the 
past three summers and in lis- 
tening to the opinions of the 
congregation, the Session has 
made the following decisions 
which it believes will produce 
a more positive witness in the 
future: 1. to discontinue opera- 
tion of "The D" coffeehouse; 
2. in time to replace it with 
something better which the con- 
gregation will sunwrt whole- 
heartedly ..." 

"The 0" was founded in 1965 
by William Russell, assistant

The expected action disestab- 
lishing the old 15-man city 
planidng commission and es- 
tabliaMng a new nine-man 
commission came near the aid 
of a long three-hour City 
Council meeting Monday after- 
noon. 

Vice Mayor Robert Crom- 
well who had headed a personnel 
study committee, put his 
comqiittee's r^wrt in the form 
of a motion ai^ it was event- 
ually adopted by Council, after 
long discussion. 

Cromwell pointed out that it 
was not his committee's inten- 
tion -to embarass or censure 
anyone on the old 15-man com- 
mission by ctrtting it to nine 
meml>ers. He said his ordinance 
to disestablish the old 
commission as of Dec. 31,1968, 
and to establish a new, smaller 
one as of Jan. 1, 1969, was 
meant to "streamline" the 
commission, which he pointed 
out had often been called un- 
wieldy because of its siz;e, even 
by the old chairman, Ben 
Wroton. 

In closed session last week 



Council planned this action and 
originally intaaded merely to 
cut six members, but Council- 
man George Ferrell pointed out 
tluit he thought a Negro should 
be part of the commission. Wil- 
liam Cleaves was nominated, 

"^ and in a secret ballot, he won, 
but chairman Wroton was 
dropped. ' 

Most of the furor Monday 
concerned Wroton. Attorney Joe 
Canada ai^eared before Council 
representing a group he ident- 
ified only as "friends of Ben 
Wroton". He charged that the 
disestablishment of the Com- 
mission was not legal, since 

"'the Charter calls for appoint- 
ment to the commission for a 
specified term of four years, 
and he pointed out that Council 
could not change this. Canada 
did say however that he had no 
quarrel with the streamlining. 
Cromwell, also an attorney, 
indicated that it was his opinion 
and that of the City Attorney 
that such action could be taken. 
Canada said a court test is 
likely.

Budget I Virginia Beach Forecast: 
Are Heidi To Be Virginia's Largest 




July 1, 1969 is still morethan 
six months away, but the oper- 
ating budget of the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach which goes into 
effect at that time is already 
under discussion. 

City Manager Roger M. Scott 
began a long schedule of budget 
hearings with department heads 
and other agencies on Tuesday. 
He said last week that while 
he had most of the tmdget re- 
quests on hand, he had not 
<made any effort to total them 
or to determine whether a tax 
hike may be in the offing. 

The school board budget for 
the coming year is still the 
question mark, since schools 
account for more than half of 
the operating budget. School 
construction may call for 
another bond issue, which could 
in turn call for another tax 
hike. Scott said before ireceivlng 
any of the requests that be hopes 
he will not have to recommend 
a tax increase, especially dur- 
ing^ Ills first year in office. 

The city ended the last fis- 
cal year with a healthy surplus, 
and the new real estate tax 
and assessments adopted this 
year plus expected receipts 
from liquor-by-the-drink may 
be the factors that can keep 
the city from having another iit- 
crease in taxes this year.

Tlie pop(dati(m in Virginia 
Beach continues to grow at a 
record clip, while the popu- 
lation of Norfolk continues to 
decline. A report from the 
Bureau of Population and Econ- 
omic Research of the University 
of Virginia calls Virginia Beach 
"the most rapidly growing city 
in the State." 

The report estimates the 1968 
populattoQ^f Virginia Beach at 
158,506, or about 10,000 below 
the population census just com- 
pleted by school officials. That 
census, incidentally, does not 
include babies under the age of 
ohe year. 

The report says the increase 
since I960 shows more than 86 
per cent growth, but the city 
figures show the growth even 
greater. The 1967 population 
of Virginia Beach was estimated 
at 145,843. In 1966, it was es- 
timated at 139,382; 130,808 in 
1965 and 85,218 in 1960. The 
annual rate of growth is figured 
at 3^ pet cent,^ the high 
for any city in Virginia in this 
decade. 

By contrast, Norfolk's es- 
timated 1968 population, ac- 
cording to the report Is 309,- 
585. But it was 309,788 in 1967; 
313,512 in 1966; and 316,s!9r 
in 1965. In 1960, however, Nor- 
fold bad a population of 304,869, 
according to thrreport, or 71% 
below the 1968 estimate. Norfolk 
has showed no cha^nga in 
percentage. Portsmouth^ 



Chesapeake have showed small 
gains each year. 

The rapid growth of Vir- 
ginia Beach has been attributed 
to natural growth, increase in 
military population and con- 
tinued civilian migration to the 
-city. 

The decline in Norfolk has 
been attributed to little natural 
growth and continued migration 
of military and civilian per- 
sonnel away from the city. 

Incidentally the average 
growth of all cities or counties 



in the United States is only 
about two per cent, as compared 
to the 7.5 per cent in Virginia 
Beach. 

Hampton and Newport News 
have also showed sli^t in- 
creases since 1960. Norfolk, 
therefore, is the only Tidewater 
city that shows no measurable 
change in population over an 
eight-year period and has 
actually lost population rapidly 
each year since 1965. 

The same trend has hit Vir- 
ginia's second largest city, 



Richmond, wnich has continued 
to lose population since 1960. 
The estimated loss in the past 
year, however. Is only five per- 
sons. The Richmond population 
stands now at an estimated 
216,451, closely within reach of 
the Virginia Beach population 
within five years or less. 

Earlier projections of the 
Virginia Beach department of 
planning had called for a pop- 
ulation of 480,000 in the city

The Saturday snowfall caught 
weather bureau officials off 
guard. They had beeii calling 
for some snow on Saturday 
earlier in the week, but on 
Friday removed thatpossibiUty 
from the forecast. The snow 
apparently didn't get the word. 

The dei4b of the snowfall in 
Virginia Belch depended on ttie 
area. Close to the Norfolk Une 
in some places only about an 
inch or so fell. The rest was 
rain and sleet. In most of th§.

snowfall was altout titree inches 



or so. But, ironically enough, 
further south to the PrlneftM 
Anne area and to Back Bay 
and Creeds, the snow was deeper 
and measured up to six inches.

The snow ended almost as 
abrubtly as it had begun.

The NROTC program at Prin- 
cess Anne High School began 
last year as one of 15 such 
programs established by the 
Defense Department in high 
schools throughout the nation. 
Prior to last year the Naval 
Reserve Officers Training 
Corps programs were limited to 
the college level. 

Capt. C. E. Caton (USN Ret) 
is in charge of the program 
at Princess Anne. He is assis- 
ted by CPO Harold Hepler (Ret.) 
a man who Capt. Caton feels 
qualifi ed f W-his- 

In the second year of its in- 
ception, the program has grown 
from 85 participants to 130. 
They are expecting 185 students 
to be enrolled in the program 
next year. 

Requirements for participa- 
tion in the program are simple. 
The students have to be 14 years 
of age, in the tenth grade, in 
good physical condition and 
have passing grades in their 
other courses. 

The first year of NROTC 
includes courses in military 
history, leadership and drilling. 
Meteorology, oceanography an(} 
navigation are added the second 
year. In their third year the 
cadet^ take courses such as cel- 
ashal navigation, and eieetroii- 
ics and space, which includes 
communications and salelUte 
programs. 

At the present Capt. Caton 
and CPO Hepler are ttie only 
instructors, but there will pro- 
bably be an addition to the staff 
by next year. Caton and Hepler 
are under contract to-the Vir- 
ginia Beach School Administra- 
tion,4)ut the Department of De^ 
fense supplies uniforms, boolcs 
and equipment for the cadets. 

The cadets are required to 
wear their uniforms twice a 
week for drills. There are six 
different ribbons which can be 
earned—and lost— by the cad- 
ets. These ribbons are awarded 
for grades, appearance and gen- 
eral aptitude. 

There are offiderS in the) 
-corps who are selectedby Capt. 
Caton. Students picked to be 
officers are required to . be 
well-roundea students with an 
active interest in the NROTC 
program. These cadet officers 
drill and inspect the platoons. 
Other duties of the cadet off- 
icers include commanding the 
platoons and talking to the 
freshmen classes as part of the 



NROTC recruitment program. 
A large part of work In the 
program is handled by the cad- 
ets. For example, they handle 
disbursement of the uniforms, 
which are kept in a supply room 
in the NROTC building. This 
type of participation is a vital 
part of the program, according 
to Capt. Caton. He sums up this 

phase of the program in a state- 
ment "In everything we do, we 
try to make the student as^ res- 
ponsible as we possibly can." 
There seems to be a feeling 



service upon graduation. They 
have said that the program 
had done quite a lot to prepare 
them for service life. They knew 
what to expect. i 

The overall success of the 
program may be seen in its 
growth. There are now about 
60 high school NROTC units 
throughout the country. Virginia 
alone has three units. Besides 
the one at Princess Anne, there 
is one at Hampton High School 
in Kecoughtan and one at York 
High School at Yorktown. Plans 
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ets. There is a room in the 
NROTC building which is avail- 
able to the cadets. They are 
able to meet there for compan- 
ionship and recreation. There 
are several ship models on 
display in the room which the 
cadets have constructed. 

They have made field trips 
to places such as Little Creek 
Amphibious Baseand aboard the 
oceanographlc slfip, "Lynch". 
There are trips planned for the 
future which will include going 
aboard a submarine and a 
carrier. 

The platoons had a Commiss- 
ioning Review last year which 
was very impressive. They are 
now planning to have a General 
Review eVery year in &e spring 
In addition they will be taking 
part in the Ai^ea Festival. 

Caton is pleased with the 
cooperation he has received 
from the school board and the 
principal. In his words, "They 
have bent over back war dsto 
see that this program has gotten 
started on the ri^t foot." 

There are several advantages 
to the program. The first ad- 
vantages are the immediate 
benefits such as giving direction 
to the sense of responsibility 
of the high school student. The 
program provides another out- 
let for obtaining an appoint- 
ment to Annapolis.. .there are 
10 appointments awarded thro- 
ugh this program throughout the 
nation. Should the student win 
an NROTC scholarship he would 
be allowed to skip his first 
year of NROTC in college if 
he had received a full three 
year's training in bigh school. 

Local success of the program 
can be traced in three students 
who have been back to visit 
Capt. Catoa after having grad- 
uated from Princess Anne. They 
went through the program last 
year and then enlisted in the

Possible violation of traffic 
laws basically is a result of 
the wajT in which mini -bikes are 
constructed. One Virginia 
Beach; retail outlet spokesman 
described a mini-bike as "sim- 
iliar io a small motorcycle; 
a two- wheeled bicycle, yet hav- 
ing v(heels different from a 
bicyqle, containing an engine 
to propel the bike, and with the 
engines varying from 2.5 to 3 
or S.Sihorsepower". 

Capt. George K. Bryan, dir- 
ector .of the Virginia Beach 
policfr; department's Traffic 
Bureau says the mini-bikes 
clearly come under provisions 
of the Virginia State Code which 
govern the operation of motor- 
cycles. He says the equipment 
is covered under provisions of 
the ^tate Code, which defines 
motorcycles in part, as "every 
vehicljb ' which is ^elf-propelled 
ot designed for self-propulsion. 
. . .every motor vehicle design- 
ed to 'travel on not more than 
^Jlireej'^wheels in, contact with, 
the grbuhd". 

This classificatiMi, accord- 
ing to 'Capt. Bryan, would clear- 

plkce mini-bike operators 
under,' the same regulations as 
persphs who operate motor- 
cycles. Tirst they must obtain 
a dr Acer's license for opera- 
tion of a motorcycle. 

While such a license is now 
available to persons at least

The ruling was iissued in re> 
Spotfsie to an inquiry ttam Vir- 
ginia Beach Circuit CourtClerk 
John V. Fentress. Tlie inquiry 
was prompted by the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN ta clarify a recent 
published report in another 
newspaper. Tha.t publiation 
quoted what it was said in a 
1958 ruling bythe State Attorney 
General uit '^traffic on main 
highways must stop for a school 
bus, public or private, when the 
bus Is unloading or loading on 
a parallel feeder road/' 

Fentress requested Attorney 
Gen. Button "as to whether 
vehicular traffic roust stop fbr 
schoot bus loading an± or ^un- 
loading on the feeder road on 
either side of Virginia Beach 
Blvd." __ 

" FenSess IBosainnTIsIeP- 
ter, "Virginia Beach Blvd. is 
a divided highway with a maxi- 
mum speed limit of 45 miles 
per hour, and on either side of 
this divided highway is a feeder 
road with a maximum speed 
limit of 25 miles per hour." 

In his answer, Attorney Gen. 
Button stated, "I think the feed- 
er road on either side of Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard Is a sep- 
arate and distinct road or high- 
way from the Virginia Beach 
Blvd. I think that vehicular 
traffic on the feeder road would 
have to stop for a school bus 
loading or unloading on the

DEED would be a diagnostic 
and treatment center. It would 
not be a central school for 
special education classes. 
"Educators have found that the 
childreh in special education 
classes progress better when 
housed in schools with hormal 
children," said Stenzhorn. 

Children with problems which 
teachers could not diagnose or 
treat would be referred to the 
center for testing. Then the 
child, in most cases, would be 
returned to his regular classes 
for prescribed work to be 
carried out by his teachers. 
New innovations in education 
would be tested. 

Special services such as 
speech therapy, remedial read- 
ing, psychological services, 
etc. would be under one roof 
instead of schattered throughout 
the city.

Politics Become Local 



There's a general lull in the Democratic 
lubernatioral primary in-fighting and position 
*ockeyinp. Nobody's giving an inch, and Watkins 
Abbitt far from surprised anybody when he 
said he was considering malting the race. 
Dr. T. Marshall Hahn also left his trial 
balloon aloft to collect supporters. 

Meanwhile in Vlrginia'^each a matter ori- „. 
finally designed to do away with political 
probtpms" and^factionaitsm- got aH- involved tn^- 
local politics. -A City Council committee, 
headed by. independent -minded Vice Mayor 
Robert Cromwell, brought in a recommenda- 
tion to do away with the old 15- man planning 
commission and to appoint a new nine- member 
■commission, in the name also of stream- 
lining. 

Nine of the original members were to he 
kept, including Chairman Ben Wroton, but at 
the suj^'gestion that a Negro possibly should 
also be on the body, a secret oallot was taken 
and Wroton jps knocked off. A Negro, William 
Cleaves, was chosen. And that's where politics 
got back in the pictnre. 

First Good Government Association presi- ' 
dent Reid El*vin, who is far from beiftg a 
lawyer, challenged the City Attorney and lawyer 
Cromwell on the disestablishment of the old 
commission, and said he also was particularly 
interested in determining why Wiroton was 
dropped. This was not expected to endear ^ 
Frvin to the Virginia Beach Negro community. 
He has furthermore said an opinion of the 
stute Attorney General may be needed. 

Ui' added, •'. . , It gives» the opportunity 
almost at the whim.of a handful of Council 
to change any board or commission despite 
the charter." 



Just what gave Ervin the right-to set himself 
up as judge, lawyer and jury in this matter, 
because he heads a so-called political organi- 
zation, was not clear. In addition, several 
of the Councilmen were thought to be friendly 
toward Ervin and the GGA to this time. 

Next came an emotional plea from John 
"lelT, a l)usihess associate of Wroton, before 
City Council on Mondaj, prptestli^ the firing 
and questioning the ethics and legality. 

And Attorney Joe Canada said he repre- 
sented a group of "friends of Ben Wroton" 
in his appearance before Council. He too 
challenged the entire action on behalf of 
Wroton and legality. He ended by promising 
" a court case on the matter. Cromwell pointed 
out thatoCouncil was doing only what it deemed 
best and intended to hurt no one in the move. 

A numl)er of Councilmen said later it seemed 

odd to them that only spokesmen for Ben 

Wroton appeared to argue and that no one 

.seemed too interested in the other six who 

were cut. 

While Wroton's name was bandied about in 
the discussions often by Bell, Canada ami 
. Ervin, t)w other six almost excaped notice 
and little or nothing has been said by them 
publicly or privately or through spokesmen. 
The question was titen asked, "What makes 
Wroton so important and not the others?" 
Like all rhetorical questions there seemed 
to b.e no Immediate answer. 

So politics became local this week, in a 
matter which was supposed to do away with 
any possibility of political manueverini^.

It's Fruit Cake Time 



Mention fruit cake and every- 
one conjures up his own sugar 
and spice visions. 

SouUiern fruit cakes are very 
often very light fruit cakes witli 
a pound cake base; In addition 
South Carolinians, they say, 
demand that their fruit cakes 
be topped with almonds or a 
marsipan frosting. 

In times past fruit cake. was 
ij.sed as Q?ie layer,^ 



ding cake and was put aside 
to be served on the couple's 
first anniversary. 

Fruit cakes are traditional 
Christmas fare. Many people 
— Itkr to g iv e them as gifts, 
wrapping them in the container 
in which they were baked. One 
smart idea is to bake individual 
fruit cakes in tiny muffin pans 
and decorate the tops with can- 
died fruft. 

Given here are retipes for 
two types of fruit cakes. One 
is a traditional fruit filled cake 
which makes two 8-inch tube- 
paBv^£akfls^-Ihe. color of. tba. 
cakes can be varied by the 

. choice of light or dark raisins 
and light or dark corn syrup. 
There is also a recipe for Sher- 
ry Holiday Cakes which can be 

^ baked in an 8-inch tube-pan, 
loaf pan or in cupcake pans. 
The Marzipan Frosting can be 
used on any of the cakes. 

If you prefer unfrosted fruit 
cakes, give them a glaze by 
burshing them with heated light 
corn syrup.

Bake in well 
greased loaf-ians, or 2 (8- 
inch) tube pans, lined with waxed 
paper, in 250 degrees F. (slow) 
oven 4 to 5 hours, depending 
on size of cake. Place shallow 
pan of water on bottom rack 
_ -baking^remoxe. 
during last hour. (Fruit cake 
improves with. age. Prepare 
well in advance. Wrap well; 
stpre in air-tight container.) 
Makes about 5 pounds.

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Why Plants Need Fertilizer 



(Editor's note: Here is an- 
ottier in ttie series on borne 
horticulture by Wesley P. 
JudUns, Extenslm iiorticultur- 
ist at Virginia Tech.) 

Many ek^nients and com- 
pounds are kcsential for the gr- 
owth of plants. Have you ever 
wondered exactly why certain 
elements are needed? For ex- 
ample, why must we fertilite 
our gardens each year, and what 
is the function of the various 
nutrients which we apply? 

Let's start with a t>ag of the 
5-10-5 fertilizer that you can 
pick up at your local garden 
center or supermarket. As you 
know, the designation on the 
bag means the material contains 
five per cent nitrogen, ten per 
cent phosphoric acid and five 
per cent potash. 

What happens to fertilizer 
when you put it on your gar- 
den, and how does it get into 
the plant? The fertilizer must 
first be dissolved so it will 
be available to the plant as 
individual elements or radicals. 
Since we cannot cover the whole 
subject in one short article, 
let's consider only the nitrogen 
portion at this time. 

The dissolved nitrogen in the 
soil does not just flow into the 
plant along with the water it 
absorbs. It is taken into the 
root as atoms or radicals by 
an ionic exchange phenomena. 
It then moves through the plant 
by a diffusion process. 

Now comes the important 
part. What happens to the nit- 
1 the plant? It ha s sev- 



Nitrogen is a part of each 
chlorophyll molecule in the 
plant. This is the green color- 
ing material in the leaves which 
plays an essential role in pho- 
tosynthesis. It is by the process 
of photosynthesis that energy 
from the son, in the presence 
of chlorofrfiyll, Js used to con- 
vert carlwn dioxide from the air 
and water from the soil into 
carbohydrates. 

The production of carbohyd- 
rites by photosynthesis is pro- 
bably the most important of all 
chemical reactions. It is the 
basic process which provides 
the energy and substance for 
plant growth. And, since humans 
and animals secure their nour- 
ishment by eating plants, we 
are likewise dependent on pho- 
tosyntlfesis for our sustenance. 

The second very important 
role Of nitrogen is in the pro- 
toplasm of the cell. The pro- 
toplasm i s 'the principal living 
part of plant and animal cells 
ant tissues. It is produced from 
the carbohydrates, nitrogen and 
some other elements. They 
combine to form amino acids 
and ultimately protein, which 
is the principal ingredient of 
protoplasm. 

The nitrogen in the plant is 
quite readily soluble when in 
the chlorophyll or protoplasm. 
This explains wh/plants rather 
quickly become yellow when 
nitrogen fertilizer is not avai- 
lable. 

The nitrogen in the soil also 
is very easily dissolved. There- 



fore, It may be leached out by 
rain. Since plants need a con- 
tinuous suiHply of this essential 
element, we must apply it each 
year in our fertilizer to main- 
tain vigorous green growth of 
our flowers and vegetables.

Members of the Virginia 
Beach Bar Association have 
rejected su^iort of a proposal 
to create a public defender 
system in the resort city. 

Such a system had been pro- 
posed to replace the current 
system of court-appointed at- 
torneys to represent individuals 
in court who are not able to 
afford the cost of hirlngiM^ 
attorney. 

The Young Lawyer's Section 
of the Virginia State Bar 
Association was seeking a pilot 
program trial of the public de- 
fender system in the cities of 
Virginia Beach, Richmond or 
Roanoke. Virginia Beach At- 
torney James R. McKenry, a 
member of the State Bar As- 
sociation group proposing the 
idea, sought to gain support 
for the program in the resort 
city. 

McKenry has been quoted with 
saying the merits of the public 
defender system were a pos- 
sible savings in the present 
cost of court-appointed attor- 
neys, which ranges from $75 
to $250 per case depending upon 
the court in which the case is 
being heard, and the sentences 
which could be .possible upon 
conviction of the accused. He 
is also quoted as -feeHn? thp 
system would provide more ad- 
equate defense for persons who 
could not afford their own 
attorney. 

J. Frank Gallagher of Vir- 
ginia Beach, who served as 
moderator during the local As- 



lociatlon's consideration of die 
proposal, said that while some 
members of the association 
were in favor of the idea the 
majority of the members voted 
agsinst the proposal, since they 
felt it would not be a good Idea 
at this time. 

Gallagher indicated the 
grotQ)'s rejection was based cm 
a number of rrasons, including 
whether the program would pro- 
vide for improved defense of 
persons not able to defend them- 
sealves in court because of 
financial reasons; if the public 
defender system would offer 
improvements in court pro- 
ceedings over the present 
court-appointed attorney pro- 
gram, and if the system would 
be beneficial from the stand- 
point of exonomics. 

Indications are the public de- 
fender program had been dis- 
cussed earlier with the Judges 
of Virginia Beach Circuit Court 
who were quoted with saying 
they felt such a program had 
merit and was at least worth 
a trial. 

Although the Virginia Beach 
Bar Association has turned 
thumbs down on the idea the 
proposal is apparently far from 
dead. The Circuit Court judges 
could still request a pilot pro- 
gram trial of the public defend- 
er system in Virginia Beach. 
Such a pilot program could 
be approved in another city. 
There is also the possibility 
that State legislatots duriiigthe 
next session of the Virginia 



General Assembly could give 
their siq)port to the idea re- 
sulting in a trial of the program, 
accordlhg to reliaWe sources.

Fire Is Headache for Officials 



City Marager Roger Scott 
'discussed with City Council in 
closed session Monday his pro- 
posed code of ethics ordinance 
for all city employees, exclus- 
ive of elective ttfficers. 

The code, which Scott mail- 
ed to Councilmen over the week- 
end, has been a long-expected 
project. Scott said shortly after 
he took office in July he would 
propose the code. Since that 
time he and his assistant David 
Norman have been modeling the 
now-9ompleted code after simir 
lar codes in other cities and a 
code of ethics for city man- 
agers. 

The finished product will be 
discu^ed in regular City Coun- 
cil meeting nesd Monday, that 
is, if it is not delayed for far- 
ther study in the informal 
session to be held just prior 
to the regular meeting. 

The only city employees who 
would not be covered under the 
proposed code would be toch- 
ers, who do not come under the 
official direction of the City 
Manager.- T4»ey -are hired^1>y 
the School Board. 

In his presentation to Coun- 
cil, Scott pointed out that the 
code "is necessary to clearly 
state standards, help anticipate 
problemSf and4evelopsolutions. 
to those problems." ' 

The strongest plank of the 
proposed code would restrict 
and limit political activities of 
city employees. 1%e code would 
prohibit them from taking part 
in any soliciting for a jnliti- 
cal party "in any manner? and 
allow ithem to become candid- 
ates *(|lemselves only if they 
resig|ied. They would not be 
able 4o^be delegates, jQi^ian- 
iEei-simcjofftcafii 4 IWBttfift} 
taityor cli®. . 

In the past city employees of 
all facfimis have campaiped 
for candidates of their choice 
and have heUtposts within part- 
ies. The proposed code has 
brought much controversy on 
all sides, and has even been 
called "unconstitutional" by 
one important city official. 

Survey Has

As far as the residents of 
Virginia Beach are concerned

Virginia Beach Common- 
wealth's Attorney Andre Evans 
appeared before an informal

to request raises for his three 
assistants and to request that 
a new secretarial post be es- 
tablished and funded for his 
office. 

He said that the State Com- 
pensation Board, which pays 
half of the salaries of personnel 
in his office, has indicated the 
new secretary post will be ap- 
proved after Council :g;)proval. 
Council took that part of the 
request under advisemet^ after 
suggesting that a clerk-^eno- 
grapher at a lowe^ salary than 
a legal secretary mi^t be 
hired. But the other requests 
ran into immediate trouble.

He 
a^ed $2,000 hikes per year 
for his other two assistants 
which would put one at $10,750 
and the other at $10,250. He 
wants the raises by Jan. 1, 
regardless of action of the State 
Board which would again pay 
half if approved. / 

Evans called the board "con- 
servative," and it was indicated 
that the boat-d does not look 
favorably on the pafies. The 
city, in that case/ would have 
to bear the fuU^cost of the 
raises. Council requested that 
City Manager Scott make a 
study of the pay ot other as- 
sistant in other cities. 

Scott pointed out that the- 
proposed raise would put the 
top assistant $800 ahead of 
the pay for the City Attorney. 

Councilman George Ferrell 
asked what effect these raises 
would have on other depart- 
ments where raises may also 
be needed. j 

Evans pointed out that only 
in Virginia Beach are assis- 
tants full-time workers, al- 
though another source said that 
Richmond also has full-time 
assistants. In other localities, 
however,* assistants and the 
Commonwealth's Attorney may 
practice law also to supplement 
their salai^ies. Evans said his 
and his assistants' are full- 
time jobs, because cf the case 
load.

It was orginally 
planned for the nearbwEastem 
Park area, but no plfce could 
be found there for a good foun- 
dation. Stone comminted jok- 
ingly after the fire, "Well, it 
was built in three months.

The least damaged area was 
the cafetorium. Books and us- 
able furniture are beii^ stored 
there temporarily. According to 
School Supt. E. E. Brickell, 
the school was fully insured. 

Although some parents showed 
concern over loss of valuable 
records, Brickell said that the 



principal, Mrs. Ann Lindsay, 
had locked all the children's 
permanent records in a fire- 
proof vault, ^and they are not 
damaged. 

Brickell praised the PTA for 
their cooperation. ' 'They called 
me at 6:30 a.m. and asked if 
they could help contact parents."

locaUon. If the city can procure 
the property. A report on the 
matter was given to City Coun- 
cil Monday in informal session 
by City Manager Roger Scott. 

At the present there is sbme 
question as to whom the pro- 
perty belongs. Most of the pro- 
perty was sold to the L'njted 
States in 1899 by the Norfolk, 
Virginia Beach and Southern 
Railroad Company for the price 
of SI. Another part of the pro- 
perty, however, was apparently 
donated or leased to the United 
States by Edward Urlnkwater. 
The agreement supposedly had 
a reversion clause in it,staUng 
that the land would revert to the 
Drinkwater family should the 
property be abandoned as a life- 
saving station. 

The Drinkwater land under 
question was located at an jingle 
to the ocean, across from the 
now existing Coast Guard Sta- 
tion and the Post Office. Thf 
document lending the land to 
the U.S. has not been located, 
but the possibility of a Drink- 
water claim does create some 
unstabllity about the disposition 
of the land. 

There are about 22 Drink- 
water heirs in the area. There 
have been no definite plans 
made in claiming the property 
when it is abaiidontKl, but as out!

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Sand for Beach Is CG.Commissions Offered 
Continuous Project 



"R^ardless at how much 
sand we pumped we still have 
a good beach we can be proud 
of," said Edward H. Church, 
cittinoan of the Virgioia Beaoh 
ErosiorCommissicxi since its 
inc^i^tlon in the early 1950's. 

The commission contracted 
to pump 130,000 cubic yards 
at sand onto the beach in its 
continuing sand enrichment 
[ program during fiscal 1968, but 
fell short of the mark by more 
than 40,000. 

Much of that original contract 
sand >vas to have come from 
the sand tra$ area, at Rudee 
Inlet, but most of it still lies 
in the trap for initial clearing. 
About S,400 cubic yards were, 
pumped also from the Owl's 
Creek area onto the beaches 
northward from Rudee Inlet. 

The commission's dredge 
worked continuously for some 
months opening the Rudee Inlet 
channel last winter and spring 
and then keeping it open this 
summer for boat traffic when 
shoals formed around the not 
yet cleared sand trap, desiped 
to keep the channel from filling 
up. 

Although this project slowed 
the Commission's work, Church 
pointed out that bad weather 
in the spripg as well as re- 
cently has hampered the efforts 
to pump as much as usual. 

While It is not the normal 
operation the dredge&have often 
worked arotind the clock during 
favorable conditions an()l when 
necessary. Plans for this fiscal 
year again call for 130,000 cub- 
ic yards to be pumped. Part 
of the operation is paid for 
by the state and federal govern- 
ments. 

By all estimates dredging in 
O wl's Cr ee k and -from trborrow 
pit recently acquired in Camp 
Pendleton will continue into the 
mid ' l970's bfefore exhausting 
avalla^e material. Then either 
modification of equipment or 
new sources must be found. 

A booster pumping station 
has been under consideration 
for some time north of 17th 
Street to push the sand further 
northward to replenish sand 
there but has been the center 
of some controversy both about 
location and design. Plans had 
been in limbo for about a year 
and recently revive

The commission also has 
other responsibilities, includ- 
ing maintenance of the concrete 
boardwoak., Church said that in 
the past year 49 slabs yrere re- 
placed and that a total of $31, 
459.98 was spent on the board- 
walk alone. 

"But it's all worth it to 
the city," he pointed out. "No 
boardwalk and no beach means 
no business to the resort." 

Meanwhile city officials say 
that two major corporations 
are interested in constructing 
a permanent marina on Rudee 
Inlet to do away with the tem^ 
porary marina built and leased 
by the city this summer. The 
city is still hopeful of getting 
private interests interested in 
the permanent marina and re- 
lated activities there and of 
getting it ready for next season 
but has not ruled out the pos- 
sibility of buildingand operating 
the marina itself or leasing 
it until private Interests can 
be found. 

One city spokesman said that 
private interests have shied 
away from the project some- 
-what"i)ec aus e of so much tjad 
publicity concerning the con- 
troversial project which took 
more than a decadeto complete. 
He added that my criticism 
of the project is absolutely 
unfounded and that the charter 
boat operators who used Rudee 
Inlet as home port this year 
were entirely satisfied and op- 
timistic about the future.

taken is for discussion of in- 
formation that could be pre- 
judicial to the city if given 
premature publicity and so that 
Councilmen may discuss the 
matters more freely without the 
watchful eyes and ears of the 
press to leap upon every word: 
But the executive sessions 
are a joke. Councilmen received 
the code in the mail Saturday. 
Jhat night one reporter had a 
copy given him by a Council- 
man, although it was not in- 



of the security breaches inside 
° Council. Do not blame the news- 
papermen. This is our job-to get 
the story from anyone willing to 
help us v/ith it, and to report 
it fully and accurately. 

But the fact that those City 
Councilmen are so willing to 
give out the closed session in- 
formation for personal gain or 
other motives is certainly open 
to question. It is inconceivable 
that some elected officials can 
treat so lightly the public trust 
given them by the voters. 

In this matter there are op- 
parently only two choices. Open 
all meetings and make all in- 
formation public at all times or 
do away with stool pigeons on 
Jhe_Cou ncil. The fornie r would 



tended to be made public yet ¥y 
Scott. 

The price and all circum- 
stances concerning the purchase 
of the Industrial property ot 
Little Creek was given to a 
reporter and published prema- 
turely over Scott's objections 
that it could prejudice the suc- 
cess of the bid. Fortunately It 
did not. 

A number of members of the 
city planning commission mem- 
bers learned of their being 
dropped from the commission 
by a newspaper article following 
a closed meeting and before 
Council hod discussed it with 
the members. The matter was 
leaked by several Councilmen to 
the press almost immediately.

known for sure, and another 
election Is still two years away. 
Meanwhile there must be sev- 
eral conscientious Councilmen 
lookingfiVer their shoulders at 
the.stoolies, whoever they are, 
and wondering if It's safe to 
say anything at all. 

One of the planks of the pro- 
posed code of ethics calls for 
no city employee to release any 
confidential information without 
aiithbriieatldri of proper ©^ t y 
ai^horities "to advance thefin- 
anclol or private Interest of 
himself or others." If the code 
is passed perhdips Council 
should Include itself. That would 
stop security leaks. 

The Constitutional Officers, 
some of whom have been known 
upon occasion to use their of- 
fices and staffs for forced help 
durjng a political campaign, 
would not be covered In this 
code. Vu'hat a pity. But the code 
would penalize all other em- 
ployees of the city during po- 
litical campaign!. 

The idea of the code may be 
sound and reasonable, but It 
needs more study, especially 
where stool pigeon City Coun- 
cilmen are concerned.

Evans' office and there are in- 
dications it will not. Evans' 
request that Council^ear the 
entire cost if the board turns 
thumbs down is unrealistic, re- 
gardless of his zeal. The entire 
city government salary scale 
must be considered. 



These gubernatorial candidates.in the Demo- 
cratic primary race are certainly stubborn. 
No one is dropping out. Not that they were 
.^leaUy, expected ..to wm the. c3l,l_Qf_unity_ by 
the governor and other influential members 
of the statewide Democratic party. 

William Battle, Henry Howell and Fred 
Pollard are apparently in this thing to stay. 
That too was expected. And not one of tliem 
is willing to take the second spot on a com- 
promise ticket either, or so it seems at this 
point. Another foregone conclusion. 

Pollard would have a great deal of difficulty 
doing It. He's lieutenant governor now, and to 
run again for the same spot would be political 
s\iiclde. Battle says he can't, particularly 
since It's really a part-time job and Wis law 
firm handles so much state business. He says 
this would be conflict of Interest. tThere's 
that group of words again that few people can 
fully Interpret, and even they disagree.) 

Howell apparently hasn't even been asked. 
But it's beginning to look like he'd rather 
switch than unify. And the liberal Howell on 
a ticket with either Pollard or Battle is hardly 
conceivable, particularly with the trend being 
away from the liberal way of thinking in 
Howell's own home stomping grounds. 

Pollard is moving ahead rapidly to shore 
up his organization. His announcement this 
week of a long list of names in the Richmond- 



Henrico-Chesterfield Third District area in- 
cluded some well-known names among his 
supporters >and active key campaign workers. 

Battle continues to do the same, as he 
flits around the state maJ(ing~speecheswhere- 
ever he can. He Is fast overcoming the gap 
between himself and Pollard as far as being 
known In all corners of the Old Dominion. 

Then there's HowelK He continues to make 
a run for it out|ide Tidewater, where his 
strength appears to be on the wane. If there's 
any real support for Howell in Virginia Beach 
It has not manifested itself strongly yet. 

But Howell people are leaking a rumble 
or two a\>out the possibility that their candidate 
may bolt the Democratic Party and run as an 
independent in Novemt>er. This has apparently 
come In the wake of the lack of supimrt 
for Bingo Stant in November although he won 
the primary. The possible Howell thliddng is 
that the same thing could happen to himslMxild 
he be the victor in the primary. Very likely 
he could also f«ir4defeat in a possible runnofl, 
which could easily happen in a three-way 
primary race. 

So Sen. Howell may yet bolt Ote party he 
has always called himself "true" to.

Silver Teddy Bear. You will 
need a 12" high paper bag from 
the food market, old newspapers 
or cellophane packing material, 
a styrofoam ball, pink ribbon 
and aluminum foil. (1) For Ted- 
dy's body, stuff the bag with 
crumpled newspapers or pack- 
ing material. Tape It closed 
aii'l cover with foil, then mold 
to shape of body; (2) For the 
head, cover the styrofoam ball 
with foil, form a nose from 
crushed foil and attach with 
pill.:. For ears take several 
tlucKiicsses of foil and mold 
to shape, lining the insides with 
pinlc ribbon or cloth. Attach to 
head with pins. For eyes, pin 
shinv black buttons in place, 
•-t lorni legs and arms 



by crushing and molding foil. 
Shape arms with hands turned 
In and legs with feet turned up. 
(4) Poke holes through body 
where arms and legs are to be 
attached. Insert long pipe clea- 
ners through holes. Poke holes 
In arms and legs where they 
join body and pull wires through. 
Knot or poke wire back through 
into arms and legs to hold them 
in place. Tie a pink or red 
bow around Teddy's neck and 
tie on small jingle bells If 
you have them. 

Jolly Snowman TableCenter- 
-piece. Cover one large and one 
small styrofoam ball with alu- 
minum foil. Use toothpfcks to 
fasten together. Make a face on 
the smaller ball with buttons 
for eyes, yarn for eyebrows, 
a tiny red ball for nose and a 
crescent of yarn or r«d paper 
for mouth.

There is stiU {denty of time 
tor this, job because you don't 
want the tree in tt^ bouse too 
long anyway. If you set it up 
Just before Christmas, it steuld 
remain in good condition until 
after New Y^s. 

Most folks prefer living ever- 
green trees although a rather 
large number of artificial ones 
are now being used. During 
recent years about 35 million 
natural trees, and less than 
two milUon artificial ones, have 
been sold annually in the U. S. 

Many additional Christmas 
trees are secured by rural 
and city families who go to the 
woods to cut their own. This 
can be a fine Aunily outing 
if you can locate a farmer 
who will sell you a tree on the 
stump.

This diwt- 
needle pine mak% a very fine 
Christnns tree, ^ruce trees 
have very good shape, but start 
to drop their needles sooner 
than fir or pine. The common 
red cedar from an old pasture 
may also be used, but the^Med- 
les are sharp and start to drop 
quite soon. 

In selecting your tree, be sure 
to get a fresh one with good 
green color. The needles should 
be somewhat soft to the t^h, 
and not dried out and duUtfco- 
lor. The branches should be 
strong and pliablei but not 
coarse or brittle. 

Do not get carried away and 
select a tree which is too large 
for your room. As you know 
from past experience, they seem 
to get bigger when you get them 
into the house. A medium to 
small size tree is best for most 
homes. You may find that a

Some attempts had been made 
to delay passage until clarify- 
ing wording and techninlities 
could be ironed out, but Coun- 
cil decided to go ahead on the 
assumption that City Manager 
Roger Scott's office would make 
the necessary corrections and 
additions to meet the desires 
of .Council.

finishing touches on a feature 
story about the men of the Vir- 
ginia Beach police diving team. 

Obviously I had no idea the 
day would end for me the way 
it did— standing on the muddy 
bank of Lake Wesley, feeling 
completely useless and hdpless 
as 1 watched two men die. 
These two men lost their lives 
while undergoing training for 
the time they would have been 
called to save s^^meone else's. 

The afternoon training ses- 
sion was designed to expose 
officers Roger L.McClung, Ro- 
bert k. Monette and Richard 
A. Morrison to conditions they 
might experience in a rescue 
mission. lAke Wesley, a short 
distance from the Rudee Inlet, 

rthe training site. Each of 
men had recently finished 
an extensive training program 
in a pool and this was their 
initial session in open water. 
Lt. Henry Capps, training of- 
ficer fbr the diving team, was 
in charge of the session, as- 
sisted t^ officer George Ball. 
Both are e)q)erienced divers. 

As they tested their tanks 
and equipment, I remember bow 
the men appeared to sense the 
seHousness of what they were 
doing, 7« bow aich eccaslbn- 
ally made casual remarks about 
bow crisp and cooi it was as 
the wind came across the lake, 
how chilly the waters might 
be, regardless <lt the diving 
suits and what a good day it 
was for a dive. 

Lt. Capps gave the men their 
final instructions, pointiiq; out 
a building across the lake which 
could serve as a point of direc- 
tion for their swim. The men 
were again reminded that the 
"buddy line" which connected 
them to each otl^r could serve 
as a signaling device should 
any of them encounter trouble, 
and of the methods by which 
they could free themselves of 
their UuA$ and weight belts. 
All ttiis is routine; no mm 
expected trouble. 

McClung, Monette and Mor- 
rison moved into the lake and 



made their way into deeper 
water working together to co- 
ordinate their movepients. Mo- 
mentarily they lost their line 
of direction, surfaced briefly, 
took another bearing, then sub- 
merged and appeared to be on 
course, 

Midway across the lake the 
men suddenly surfaced, i W e 
heard sounds like one of the 
men coughing heavily. Monette 
and McClung aPP^fwi to be*^ 
assisting Morrison. 

Capps and Ball immediately 
shouted instructions to the team 
to free themselves of their 
gear. Morrison freed himself 
and apparently assuming the 
others did also swam toward 
shore. McClung and Monette 
appeared tobe working to free 
themselves of their gear. 

capps called to detective 
James W. Brazier, Jr., who 
had Just arrived and was also 
watching from shore, to radio 
for the rescue squad, all avail- 
able divers and rescue boats. 
Bali bad already striniedto his

Evans' case against Holland 
began last July 22 when he en- 
tered a suit asking repayment 
of $215,479.44 frona A. Wfenn 
& Sons for emergency and poN 
ice equipment the city had pur- 
chased from the firm Holland 
has headed since 1963. 

The case was built on state 
conflict of interest statutes, 
which have Since come under 
sharp criticism. The contro- 
versy over the 100-year law 
resulted in a study by a blue- 
ribbon panel set up by the 
governor. RecommendatlSiis'crf 
that group maiy be forthcoming 
in the special session of the 
Virginia Generkl Assembly next 
February or March, aMiough 
there appears to be growing 
sentiment for discussion of con- 
stitutional revisions only plan- 
ned for at that session. There- 
fore the law may not cdme up for 
discussion until the regular 
.1970 session, and the entire 
matter could drag on until then. 

Evans said Holland was guilty 
of conflict of inttrest in the 
sales while he was head of the 
now defunct Police and Trial 
Board, from which he resigned 
in May. The suit sought r^ay- 
ment of the money to the state. 

Later Hollartl's attorney, 
Gordon Campbell, filed a> de- 
murrer seekingdlsmissalof the 
case on the basis that Evans 
dnes nnt havp the author ity-to- 
sue and that only the State 
Comptroller may do so.

Whltehurst in Norfolk and Portsmouth. 

And Virginia Beach will probably be r^ 
resented on the GOP side too, or so it would 
seem. Attorney Richard Brydges^has said he . 
will M his intentions be known shortly 6on- 
cemlng the possibility of running for Iteatenant 



governor on a Republican ticket with Linwood 
Holton, who, made such a good showing in 
1965 against 'Gov. Mills E. Godwin, Jr. Holton- 
is from Roanoke, and the choice of Brydges, 
representing eastern Virginia is thought by 
many sources to be a good choice. They add 
that Holton and Brydges would make a for- 
midable team. 

A number of Democrats apparently agree. 
They are still calling for the ironing out of 
as many differences as possible. Many re- 
member the in-fighting that hurt Mr. Humphrey 
so badly after the Chicago convention. 

It is still not beyond the realm of possibility 
that there will be some "accommodation", 
to use the word of the Governor, before it's 
all over. No doubt that accommodation will 
not extend to all three candidates, but many 
analysts see the closing of ranks behind either 
Pollard or Battle, whoever wins the primary. 
A closing behind Howell, however, is doubtftil. 

It is usual that candidates begin announcing 
their intention to run shortly after the first 
of the year. We don't have to wait for that 
this year, that is, unless another candidate 
decides to get into the race. Ami that becomes 
more doubtful with each passing day. 

What we have to look forward to now is the 
drawing of tte tnttle lines (no pun lnt«M}ed) 
and some serious campaifBing tod tttscmsloo 
of the real issues before the state of Virginia 
in the next four years. 

And that alone could mean that 1969 is goli« 
to be a long, long year politically.

Sift flour with soda, salt and 
spices. Combine shortening, 
sugar, eggs and bananas; beat 
until mixture is very smooth 
and as light as possible.

Stir the 
flour mixture into the fruit 
mixture and blend throughly. 
Turn batter into a very well 
greased 1 1/2 quart or 2 quart 
mold« Cover top at mold with 
foil, or a double thickness ^f 
waxed paper, and tie securely 
with soft twine. Place mold 
on trivet in large kettle 4Uid 
add enough hot water to come 
about half-way up sides of mold 
Cover kettle, bring to a boil, 
then reduce heat and keep water 
on a gentle boil for 2 hours. 
Remove mold to a cake cooler 
and let stand a few minutes; 
loosen edges and invert onser- 
ving dish.

Many of you will be receiving 
gift plants for Christmas. I am 
sure that yqu will want these 
plants to last as long as pos- 
sible. With proper care, the 
enjoyable life expectancy of a 
gift plant can be consider^ly 
extended. 

Two of the most frequently 
given plants for this season 
are the poinsettia and the 
cyclamen. These are the two 
we will discuss today. . 

Both the cyclamen and the 
poinsettia should be kept in a 
cool room in the house in in- 
direct bright sunlight. 

Remove the faded blooms and 
yellowing leaves of the cycla- 
men with a quick jerk. Watering 
should be done with care. It 
should be watered two times 
a day with a pot set in a 
saucer or pan until the surface 
is moist.. 

Poinsettia is extremely sen- 
sitive to drafts, and is very 
easily injured by overwatering 
or by chillinig. Under such con- 
ditions, the leaves will turn 
y e llow and drop.

LaJce Wright Playhouse is 
currently playing an energetic 
and excellent production of Gar- 
son Kanin's classic "Born Yes- 
terday." 

The play was written a few 
years after World War II and 
dealt originally withsomeblack 
market activity of that era. It 
is amazing how little had to be 
done to update the piece in order 
to make it entirely applicable to 
the present. 

It is a fine comedy, full of 
broad and subtle humor to suit 
any taste. The action revolves 
around junkman Harry Brock, 
about as uncouth as they come, 
who has made millions in the 
business world through various 
devious dealings. He travels to 
Washington to "buy" a senator, 
as he has bought other people 
as he has needed them in his 
rise. This includes his drunken 
attorney and his former chorus 
girl girlfriend Billie. 

Washington proves to be his 
downfall in many ways, how- 
ever. While Billie is fine as 
a traveling companion, Harry 
considers her too dumb, and it 
is his efforts to educate her that 
undoes him. On paper she owns 
more of his dirty deals than he 
does. The crusading newspa- 
perman Harry hires to educate 
her also proves appealing to 
her, and the results are In- 
evitable. But with all this ser- 
ious business being-cooducted, 
it is still' a comedy Ml of 
excellent character studies. 

Marvin Davis played Harry 



three years ago at another the- 
atre in the area. This second 
effort, however. Is far better. 
He blusters through the unpo- 
lished junkman's role beivtt- 
fuUy. Sandra Kane also played 
Billie three years ago. Her per- 
formance as the beautiful, dumb 
blonde who turns into the love- 
able bookworm is delightful and 
very funny. 

Walter Williamson, as the at- 
torney, turns in a remarkable 
performance ,as the one-time 
statesman turned drunk. His 
characterization is both sympa- 
thetic and believable. Storer 
Boone, as the newspaperman 
turned teacher, has a hardtime 
keeping up with all those strong 
characterizations onstage in his 
straight role, and it doesn't 
really come off, but he is plea- 
sant enough. 

Bryon Predika is very funny 
as Harry's gangster-type lac- 
key. William Camp creates a 
thoughtful senator-for-sale, and 
Jane Garrison creates his stuf- 
fy wife well. Completing the cast 
are Hal Myers, a bellhop; Ther- 
esa Stallings, a maid; Rick 
Labarre, a barber; aiKl Jean 
Waldorf, a manicurist. All add 
nice moments. 

Director Timothy Jones has 
set a fast pace for the produc- 
tion and it comes off well, al- 
though we would quarrel with a 
couple of unmotivated uses of 
the ifiany levels on the set. 
This is a fine production, and 
the gin-ruminy game scene is 
almost worth the price alone.
